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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To THE PARENTS AND TAXPAYERS OF JEFFERSON:— 


At the close of another school year, it is very encourag- 
ing to see a greatly increased interest in our schools. It is, 
as it should be, a theme of daily discussion. The general 
good, healthy condition of the schools, together with the 
awakening influence of the ‘Teachers’ Institute,’’ recently 
held here, have caused many people to consider the impor- 
tance of our school system. A year ago we called the atten- 
tion of parents to the checking influence that irregular attend- 
ance has upon a school. We still feel the necessity to renew 
the appeal to every parent, and with emphasis, to make a 
special effort to have your children regular in attendance. 
We fully understand that some of you do not think your 
children have made as much advancement as they should. 
We know that to bea fact. And why is it? Who is at 
fault? ‘The school is supplied with a painstaking teacher 
and suitable books, but your absent children do not advance 
any when absent, and very little when present, having lost 
all interest, as they are not in good standing with the 
advancing class. We hope you will each consult the attend- 
ance tables herewith, and profit thereby next year. Last 
year, in our report, we hinted that we might get some State 
aid from a special educational appropriation for equalizing 
school advantages in the State. Sixty-two towns have been 
helped. Jefferson has received $703.21; only one town, 
Whitefield, having received as much. In order that every 
taxpayer may fully understand on what condition this help is 
given, we place before the town a copy of the instructions as 
to the way this money must be used: 


NEw HAMPSHIRE 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 
CONCORD, Nov. 25, 1899. 


TO THE MEMBERS OF SCHOOL BOARDS:— 


In accordance with the provisions of section 6 of chapter 77 of the 
session laws of 1899, the town of Jefferson will receive $703.21 from the 
state treasury, upon the adjustment of its state tax in December, which 
sum must be applied to the support of its public schools. 

By this award the town is not relieved in any degree of the legal 
necessity of raising money for the support of its schools. The law is 
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calculated to supplement the efforts of the town to advance the educa- 
tional standard. Theimportance of doing this is urged upon you. The 
justification of the law depends upon its apparent effect upon the sev- 
eral towns receiving a distributive portion of the appropriation. 

Educational conditions in the state may be improved: 

1. In many towns by lengthening the school year. 

2. By paying better salaries to teachers, and thus enabling the 
school board to demand and employ a higher grade of teaching ability. 

3. By taking action under section 3 of chapter 77 of the session 
laws of 1899, to secure expert supervision of schools, 

Friends of education throughout the state are anxiously watching 
the towns that receive a share of this appropriation, to see whether 
they honestly use it to supplement their own efforts, or relax their own 
endeavors in their dependence upon the state; to see whether assistance 
given by the state strengthens or enfeebles the towns receiving it.

It must be clear to every mind that we are to do more 
and better school work in order that the intent of the friends 
of education shall be satisfied,and this effort to equalize edu- 
cational privileges be continued with a feeling of satis- 
faction. New seats have been placed in the Valley and 
Starrking houses, and a substantial tile drain laid to the 
Riverton school house—all completed very nearly within the 
appropriation of $150. The people in the Starrking district 
feel that some action ought to be taken as to moving and 
fitting up the house, or build new. ‘The present building is 
almost in the road. It has been suggested that the select- 
men and school board employ a suitable janitor to care for 
the town clock and school building on the hill, which idea 
seems to us as correct. The number of scholars in the 
vicinity of the Maine Central station has increased consider- 
ably this year, and a school house there will be necessary. 
Owing to the increased number of scholars in the Cherry Mt. 
district, we thought it advisable to run the school, which has 
been a success. But a small portion of the state aid has been 
used, the weather and roads were so bad we thought it advis- 
able to hold over until warmer weather. ‘There are many 
ways, with increased funds, we could suggest for the improve- 
ment of our schools besides running them more weeks; such 
as wall and relief maps and a small amount of vocal music 
teaching. We would suggest that with the amount of state 
aid left unexpended, the bank tax, the literary fund, the dog
